Two new Spencer boilers have been 


Installed in the Columbus school. They 
are the latest model In school heating 
and ventilation. One ot tho features 
of the furnace Is that it will burn 
fine pea coal which means economy In 
operation. It has an automatic feed 
and when the hopper Is filled up in 
tho morning no other attention la 
needed for twenty-four hours. 


Two-systems are employed to heat 


the building, direct tand indirect heat. 
Four thousand square feet of direct 
radiated heat surface per boiler was 
installed. This he.it is carried through 
the radiators. The Indirect heat is in 
the air circulated in the class rooms. 
Qold air is drawn from the outside 
into a chamber, where it passes 
through 2,000 feet of radiation coils. 
This heated air then passes up into 
tho class rooms where it circulates 
evenly and keeps the rooms at an 
even temperature. 


It has been estimated that it costs 


the city 33 1-2 cents per day for every 
pupil m school.

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THE BANKS AND LIQUIDATION - 
The prolonged depression^ is due to the 


restrictive measures ^of the Federal Re- 
.serve system. This is the opinion which a 
few persons have expressed. Mr. "William 
C. Durant, the motor car manufacturer, is 
the latest to declare that there has been 
"a hankers' panic." Reports from the 
Federal Eeserve banks indicate that com- 
panies Tfhich have effected readjustment 


" can borrow money on reasonable terms. 


But companies -which have not liquidated 
their affairs are properly at a disadvan- 


, tage as borrowers, as their stoeks\are not 


•worth as much as they think and their out- 
look is not as bright' as it seems to be. "The 
necessary thing for-business men and the - 
public at large to -oriderstand is that the 
depression has been a reaction from high 
prices and costs, from the consequences of 
extravagance and recklessness. It was im- 
perative for the banks to force contraction 
of credit _It was the only way to bring 
about "orderly and prompt liquidation. 


"When the problem of readjustment be- 


gan to compel the attention of the nation 


* it was obvious that' there was only one 


course open, which was to put a summary 
end to speculation and to restore values 
and prices to a -foundation that could be 


,'„ regarded as sound and normal. It was 


equally clear that in the absence of the 


, curtailment of. credit accommodations 


speculation would go on unchecked and in- 
flation-would continue tmdiminished. It 
is all well enough for business or for indi- 
viduals who may.have suffered in'the pro— 


•f cess of deflationao charge the'banks'and 


the federal reserve system with responsi- 


^ bility for their ills and for the general de- 
i* pression, but everyone knows that in the 
^ main they were the victims of their own 
\imprudence and thatjth'ere was no other 


' course open in fixing the'financial policy 


of the country. 
' 'Had not ?he Federal Eeserve bank in- 
tervened conditions would have gone from 
\ bad to worse, and in the end the bubble 
' would have burst with all the disastrous 
i consequences of a real panic. Considered- 
', from a broad viewpoint deflation has been 


brought about in the United States with a 
minimum, of loss'and hardship. 
Unem- 


ployment is the most serious phase of the 
readjustment period. Business lhas been 
hard hit in many respects, but. not irre- 


" trievably, and we believe; that'with few 


exceptions the losses are small compared 
with profits during the war era. - Failures 
have been inconsequential, and while we 


'• are not entirely through 'the ^woods, .the 


prospect is that the worst is over and that 
very shortly we shall 'witness genuine' im- 
prxjvement. If it transpires within the com- 
ing year that we have returned to any- 
thing like normalcy, we shall be in a po- 
sition to congratulate ourselves on the 
comparative ease and facility with which 
we have descended economically from a 


, war to a peace basis. This is not a time 


to find fault with the Federal Reserve sys- 
tem or with the banks. They have han- 
dled the situation exceedingly well. Had 
they not done so it is not difficult to ima- 
gine what the consequences would have 


" been and how really serious the situation 


might be today.

iiify decay and subsequent uud certain 
ruin. 


Mexico built 'public opera houses and 


theatres and gave (he people plenty of free 
ontcrtainmeut. But it neglected morals 
aud education. It had a strong and riAi 
government for nearly a half a century, 
uud during the era of prosperity a'small 
group of citizens amassed wealth. Tliat 
the majority of the people remained poor 
was at its worst not so reprehensible 
as that they remained illiterate and were 
not trained in the serious questions of 
life. The Mexican government will com- 
mand the respect aud confidence of its peo- 
p^e and of the other governments if it will 
follow the principle uttered by President 
Obregon. 


THE REAL QUESTION AT ISSUE 
There is a conflict of material interests ' 


as they are affected by the proposal to ox-, 
empt American shipping from the payment 
of Panama canal tolls. There is no doubt 
the matter has been forced to an issue 
in congress by pressure of interests 
that will benefit by repeal of the tolls 
act. These interests expect to profit by 
the legislation before congress. It is also 
true vthat certain sections of the United 
States will gain in an economic souse by 
granting free passage to American ships. 
On the other hand, certain other sections 
will be injured by such a policy. There 
is the further probable contingency that 
by discriminating in favor of American 
shipping in the use of the Panama canal 
we should invite retaliation by Canada in 
the imposition of tolls on American ships 
passing through the "\Velland and St. Law- 
rence canals. These are the material conse- 
quences of the proposal to abrogate our 
agreement with Great Britain not to dis- 
criminate in'favor of American shipping 
in the Panama canal. 
,, 


In the absence of a treaty obligation, we 


think it will be universally agreed that 
the question of' benefits and damages to 
American interests should not weigh in de- 
termining our canal policies. Irrespective 
of how it might affect certain localities 
orccrtauiiuterests. we think it is clear that 
American ships as -a matter of principle 
ought to have the free use of the canal. 
The Panama canal is on no ^different basis 
than any other public work, or harbor or , 
waterway improvement undertaken bythe 
government. Inasmuch as all harbors and 
national waterways are free to vessels of 
this country, the Panama canal should also 
be free. If the Great Lakes were connect- 
ed with the Atlantic, that channel should 
also he free. There should be.no attempt „ 
to equalize the economic effects of water 
transportation by taxation. 


In our efforts to reduce the Panama" ca- 


nal question to one of material or selfish 
interests we have a wide conflict of opin- 
ion, but considered from the national eco- 
nomic viewpoint, the canal should be free 
to American vessels. That fact still re- 
mains, "snd it is the all-important fact, that 
we are under solemn treaty promise to 
Great Britain not to discriminate in favor 
of American shipping in the use of the ca- 
naL That in reality is the sole question 
involved, aud we have no more riaht to 
fear up av treaty as a scrap of pap'eV than 
did von Bethmann-Holhveg when Germany 
was bent upon invading Belgiurar If we 
wish to bring about the logical national 
policy of exempting American coastwise 
shipping from payment of tolls, there is 
only one way that we can honorably do it. 
and that is by amending the Hay-Paunce- 
fote treaty through friendly agreement 
with Great Britain. The inviolability of 
our treaties and the integrity of American 
promises are far more important than 
Panama canal toils can ever be.
